a meeting of three southeastern Tulare County Farm Bureau 
Centers, said that United States farmers have done a better job of 
utilizing resources and technology than anywhere else in the world. 

“Breakdown of a single expendable dollar emphasizes this,” he 
said, pointing out that in the United States only 16 cents out of this 
dollar is required for food, while elsewhere in the world food share 
of the dollar runs from 37 to 54 cents in Japan, 60 cents in India, 
and 70 cents in Africa. 

Mathias said, “It is regrettable that the farmer gets no thanks, little 
praise, and not very much in the bank for his efforts.” 

He said that he expects “things to be generally looking up for 
farmers” during the next 10 years, and he praised Earl L. Butz, U.S. 
secretary of agriculture for “telling the farmers’ story like it really 
is.”” 

Mathias, who is a long-time member of the House Agriculture 
committee and who was recently appointed to the Foreign Affairs 
committee, cited farm commodity figures that indicate growing 
strength of the export market. 

He warned that any measures proposed to restrict imports must 
be studied carefully, since excessive import restrictions can hurt 
farmers if there is retaliation from nations now taking American

What. with endangered species making headlines almost daily, 
triggering all sorts of protective measures, one specie - the mosquito - 


is in a class by itself, for in spite of everything scientists have thrown 
at it, the mosquito is doing nicely, thank you, in fact it has, in its 
own way, thumbed its nose at one and all and seems to be thriving 
on what should be the most deadly of chemical diets. 
Immunity is what the mosquito is able to build up, rapidly, and 
because of this, chemical control methods have just about gone by 
the board. This means that mosquitoes are on the move now (which 


the situation is something else. 


is not news to folks in the Porterville vicinity) but what to do about 


Within the city of. Porterville, oil spray has been and is being 
applied to standing water that would serve as a breeding place for 
mosquitoes; mosquito fish have been planted where they will do 
some good; a campaign is underway to eliminate such sources of 
standing water as cooler drains and sumps. All-and-all, it seems that 
within the city of Porterville, the mosquito problem is pretty well 


under control. 


But a second factor involves mosquitoes that are blown into the 
area from outside - from irrigated pastures, from overflow irrigation 
water, from reservoirs and sumps. The extensive areas of our 
irrigated agricultural lands, both inside and outside mosquito 

abatement districts, provide mosquito breeding grounds and therein 


} 


lies the crux of a solution to the mosquito nuisance problem. 
All of us - country cousins and city slickers - simply have to pay 
| more attention to elimination of mosquito breeding areas on our 


* own land and in our own yards if we want to hold the mosquito 
population to a minimum. We have to make a personal effort. 
That is if we really want to put mosquitoes into the category of 
an endangered, or even a vanished specie.

NUMEROUS REQUESTS, 
that no one has yet made, lead 
us to believe the time has come 
to reveal the “Rodgers Plan” for 
signing new, one-way streets in 
downtown Porterville. 

BUT FIRST, please note the 
design, shown above, of a typical 
new directional sign the likes of 
which have popped up around 
town not only here but also 
there, allegedly causing some 
confusion in the minds of 
certain of our unenlightened 
citizenry who are obviously 
short on savy and who just as 
obviously fail to appreciate the 
basic simplicity of the new 
arrow-circle-line sign. 

IN ALL fairness we must 
admit that when we first saw 
the new. sign, the thought 
whipped through our mind that 
the boys in city hall must be 
floating around on a cloud of 
happy smoke, but extensive 
research, that we did not get 
around to doing, established the 
fact that these signs go far 
beyond local concept - even 
beyond state and _ national 
concept. They were conceived at 
the international level and 
reflect a great, universal 
philosophy of street and road 
signing that knows no race, 
creed, color, sex, national origin, 
or language barrier. 

AT THIS point we should 
state clearly and with complete 
honesty that we have been 
unable to substantiate or prove 
false the ugly, irrational 
propaganda innuendos that infer 
all members of the International 
Street and Road Sign committee 
have pointed heads. But whether 
they do or not, what could be 
more simple than an 
international system of street 
signs that move traffic to the left 
when arrows point right, and 
that move traffic to the right 
when arrows point left? 

IN FURTHER clarification, I 
want to say this about that: 
When the arrow on the new sign 
points in one direction but is 
covered by a red circle-line;a

driver does not turn in that 
direction, but, rather, in the 
other direction, but if the arrow 
points in the other direction, a 
driver does not turn in the other 
direction but, rather, in that 
direction, which can be further 
simplified by pointing out that a 
right-turn arrow means turn left 
and a left turn arrow means turn 
right, unless the sign painter 
forgot to include the red 
circle-line, in which case a 
right-turn arrow does not mean 
turn left, but, rather, turn right, 
and a left-turn arrow does not 
mean turn right, but, rather, 
turn left. 

NOW THAT we have cleared 
up any misunderstanding about 
the arrow-circle-line sign, we 
suggest that the real point of 
confusion in new Porterville 
street signing lies in the fact that 
the old, complicated system 
under which arrows point in the 
direction traffic is supposed to 
move has not been completely 
scuttled. 

IMPLEMENTATION OF the 
Rodgers Plan would immediately 
rectify such unnecessary 
confusion. Under this plan, 
arrows pointing to the south and 
painted on streets along which 
traffic moves toward the south 
would be turned around to point 
toward the north, then a red 
circle-line would be painted on 
top of the arrow; vice versa and 
verse visa would be true of 
streets on which traffic moves 
toward the north; currently used 
black and white signs on posts, 
with arrows pointing in the 
direction traffic is to move, 
would be reversed and a clip-on 
red circle-line attached; finally, 
clip-on circle-line attachments 
would also be placed on traffic 
signals to indicate the absolute 
ultimate of enlightened 
international committee 
thinking - green lights would 
mean “‘stop;” red lights, “go.” 

ADMITTEDLY, THERE is 
one weak point in the Rodgers 
Plan. We \have not as yet figured 
out what to do about the amber 
warning light on traffic signals.

built an enterprise that 
produces, dresses and markets 
some 26,000 squab annually. 
Their 4,000-acre Singing Trees 
ranch is mostly sand and scrub, 
but tall trees shade the residence 
and adjacent pigeon lofts. 

Gregory, director of such 
notable film successes as “Caine 
Mutiny Court Martial,” “Don 
Juan in Hell” and “‘Night of the 
Hunter,” said his squab business 
started out of \need for 
something to do. “I don’t golf or 
play tennis,”’ he explained. 

Janet Gaynor, whose motion 
picture distinctions include the 
first Academy Award ever 
presented, is active in the family 
business, and desert living gives 
her plenty of time to paint her 
favorite still life subjects 
vegetables and fruits. 

Gregory says 765,000 squabs 
were produced in the nation last 


year, yet “production isn’t 
increasing. . .it’s shrinking.” 
‘*Like all agricultural 


enterprise,’ he explained, 
“We're at the mercy of the 
climate and, in our case, of 
world conditions as well.” 

Gregory said getting into the 
squab business demands 
“Starting big and getting bigger.” 

“We're trying to get our 
volume up to 100,000 birds a 
year, but we could market 
500,000. Individual buyers 
aren’t interested in less than 250 
to 300 squabs a week, and you 
need 800 pairs of breeders just 
to satisfy that one market,” he 
said. 

Gregory bought his first 
birds, 250 pair of Marseilles 
Mondaines, from the renowned 
Claude Remier farms in 
Southern France. The 
jumbo-sized, short-bodied, 
wide-beamed bird produces a 
squab dressing out at 18 to 22 
ounces, only four of which are

DAMAGING MOTH TRAPS IN FIELDS 
THREAT TO PINK BOLLWORM CONTROL 


VISALIA — Tulare County 
Agricultural Commissioner Elvin 
O. Mankins has called attention 
to a serious problem of pilferage 
or destruction of pink bollworm 
moth traps in Tulare county 
cotton fields. 

“‘With the threat of this 
destructive pest to Tulare 
County’s $26,000,000 cotton 
industry, it is highly important 
to have all of these traps 
functioning,” Mankins said. 

“T realize that some of these 
traps have been damaged 
accidentally as farm machinery 
is operated through the field. 
But farmers and other operators 
of such machinery must 
remember that the loss of a 
single trap may delay the start of 
the sterile moth drop for pink 
bollworm. 

‘*This biological control 
procedure consists of aerial 
dropping of large numbers of 
sterilized moths. These mate 
with any native moths that may 
be present and no progeny will 
result. 

“This procedure has been 
successfully used for the past 
three years in Kern county’s 
cotton growing area, and was 
used late last year in portions of 
Fresno and Tulare counties 
where pink bollworm moths 
were trapped. 

“Traps are designed to attract 
male pink bollworm moths that 


may be in the area and are 
located at strategic locations in 
the cotton growing areas. The 
absence of just one such trap can 
result in missing native moths 
and the beginning of a serious 
infestation,’ Mankins says.

“*Reluctant’’ Vote 


For State Budget 


SACRAMENTO —- 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy (R 
- Tulare-Kings counties) issued 
the following statement in 
response to Assembly approval 
of a record $7.9 billion spending 
program for 1972-73: 

“JT have reluctantly cast an 
“aye” vote for this budget. In 
my opinion, it commits too 
many new dollars to programs of 
secondary importance to our 
first priority, education finance. 

**However, the Governor’s 
‘blue-pencil’ authority has been 
retained and he will be able to 
reduce non-essential programs. It 
is my hope that all of the $400- 
to $500-million state surplus will 
be reserved and earmarked for 
an education finance reform bill 
which addresses itself to the 
requirements of the Serrano 
decision. 

“Although this budget does 
not specifically deal with the 
realignment of school finance as 
mandated by the Serrano vs. 
Priest court decision,” said 
Duffy, “it does provide some 
$263 million for increased state 
support of our schools. 

“With the budget bill so 
disposed, I believe there is still 
time to achieve school finance 
and tax reform this session, and 
I will resist all efforts to ‘just put 
it over for another year.’ ”

Lombardi started Americanizing Fly early, getting her a 
hamburger in Bakersfield on the way home, which she obviously 
appreciated, but as yet there is a communication gap between 
Lombardi and the dog. 

“I received a list of commands that Fly had been taught to 
respond to, but I guess I don’t have a Scottish accent,” says 
Lombardi. “Fly is friendly and seems to know naturally how to 
handle sheep, but we really aren’t acquainted yet. Probably it will 
take from two to four weeks for us to get to know each other.” 

And to help in the “get acquainted” process, Shennan is sending a 
tape recording of the commands that he had taught Fly to follow. 

In appraising Fly, Lombardi says she is friendly and works slowly, 
smoothly, and precisely. She has a “short coat,” unlike Lombardi’s 
other collies that have much longer coats; she is not a “creeper,” as 
is characteristic of most American Border Collies, but works on her 
feet with her head down. 

Lombardi, who says he “has always wanted a dog from 
Scotland,” plans to breed Fly, possibly to another imported Border 
Collie. And it looks like the dog business might be good. |
